Thursday, 20 December 1951

attempts to resupply“lhe pine Team on December 13th and 15th, which 
proceeded the successful mission on the 19th. On the 13th, the covert 
plane never reached its objective because of weather over the target. 
However, the plane did drop a quantity of propaganda material while over 
Albania as a deceptive measure. This material included cartoon leaflets 
and copies of the NCFA Newspaper "Shqiperia" . On December 15th, the 
plane crew did not sight any reception signals over the target but 
dropped copies of the NCFA newspaper in the area between Oroshi in 
North Central Albania and the Adriatic Coast.
